Auto Accident 
Takes Life Of 
Infant Erwin 


A distressing accident which 
caused the death of 17 months 
old Robert Church Erwin, oc- 
cured at the Experiment station 
on Tuesday afternoon, when he 
was run over by an auto driven 
by Dr. R. V. Allison, superin- 
tendent of the station. ` 

Dr. Allison came out and en- 
tered his car after passing in 
front of to pick up some celery 
lying under a tree, then around 
to the back where he put the 
celery and on to the left door. 
Thus he had passed entirely 
around the car before entering 
it. Not seeing or expecting that 
à child was around—his car be- 
ing in the street—he cranked 
up and started the car. Just 
previously the child had been 
in the back yard of the Allison 
home. 

The victim was rushed to the 
Memorial Hospital but was pro 
nounced dead when it arrived 
there. 

The child was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. T. C. Erwin, the for- 
mer an agricultural chemist at 
the station, and was one of 
three children in the family. 

Police investigated and pro- 
claimed the death due to an 
unavoidable accident and clear- 
ed Dr. Allison of any blame. 

The child is survived by his 
parents, two brothers, Roswell 
&nd David, his grandmother, 
Mrs. R. C. Erwin, of Winter 
Haven; and grandparents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Aaron Henderson, of 
Eureka, Florida. The Berry 
funeral home took charge of 
the body.

SAME OLD STORY 


Dr. E. L. Hendesron, of Louisville, recently attended the ses- 
sions in Rome of the International College of Surgeons—his third 
European trip in 14 months as a delegate from American medical 
groups. On his return from the latest journey he said that if the 
members of Congress could see how state medicine works 
‘aboard they would never think of introducing it in this country 
In every European nation where socialized medicine is practiced, 
he added, there has been a decline in the standards of medical 
care. 

More evidence to the same effect has come from New Zealand, 
whose government medical program was much praised in this 
country when it went into effect. The bill for tax-paid medical 
service rose nearly three times between 1942 and 1947. Even 
though the politicians had promised unlimited benefits to the 
voters, they were forced to ask the doctors to restrict services 
to their patients—a request which the doctors have refused to 
follow. The burden on the doctors has become so great that in 
many instances appointments have to be made four months in 
*advance. Patients queue up in the doctor's office whether they 
need attention or not, on the theory that they have it coming. 
The whole New Zealand plan has been pretty much of a fiasco, 
and is now in the process of revision. 

The story of what politics does to the practice of medicne is 
always the same. It can be summed up in a phrase—poorer and 
more costly service.
